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FOXHUNTING—ORGANISED, MOUNTED AND UNMOUNTED 





This is the Annual Hunt Roster issue—the issue in which we call the 
roll of foxhunting in the United States and Canada. The roll consists of 
the organised hunts of these countries recognised by or registered with 
the Masters of Foxhounds of America. It is an impressive one, listing 
organisations maintaining a high standard of sport, many of them for 
nearly a century or even more. 

Here, then, are the leaders of the sport which has been called the noble 
science, whose example is and should be the model of this and future 
generations. Just who are they to lead? The love of the chase. once a 
matter of sheer necessity, seems to run just as deep to-day as when cave 
men hunted for food—there are more hounds kept for hunting foxes. 
rabbits, hare, coons, possums, coyotes, wolves, bobeats and mountain lions 
than ever before in our history—for example field trials have more than 
doubled in 10 years. To parallel this there are also more riding horses kept 
for sport than in any previous era. 

The basic components offer an embarrassment of riches. The problem 
is to guide them in the direction of organised hunting—the organisation 
of a country on the theory that a cooperative effort for the benefit of all 
who like to hunt can produce far better sport, both in quality and quantity. 
than the total efforts of individuals who hunt only to please themselves. 
More specifically the requirements are for a pack of hounds which will 
meet at designated times and places in order to hunt a svecific section of 
country over which they can be followed by mounted foxhunters. 

Since the advent of the automobile, the great majority of North 
American hounds have been followed on foot. When people gave up their 
horses it was simpler to hunt at night when scent was usually better and 
when horses couldn’t be used anyway. Nevertheless. if given the choice, 
virtually all foxhunters prefer to see as well as hear hounds. The tremen- 
dous increase in riding since World War II, particularly among the younger 
generation, now gives us an opportunity to resume the earlier practice of 
hunting hounds by day and following them on horseback. 

Who will promote this opportunity? First of all the M.F.H. Associ- 
ation and its member hunts. Secondly the individual member clubs of the 
United States Pony Clubs, Inc. and the Canadian branches of the (British) 
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Pony Clubs. All these clubs stress 
foxhunting as part of their pro- 
gram; those situated where there 
are no organised hunts might well 
help to get hunts started. The state 
and national foxhound field trials 
are attended by judges and other 
officials who ride to hounds as well 
as many individual owners, Obvious 
ly those same owners ride when 
hunting their home country—eacl 
one offers a possible nucleous for an 
organised pack if given informatior 
and encouragement, particularly if 
not alarmed by the prospect of what 
may at first seem excessive formal- 
ity. 

There are many equestrian sports 
which are competing for this new 
and rapidly growing generation of 
riders. Foxhunting is the greatest 
of all since it adds to riding the art, 
science and excitement of the chase. 
Let us make sure that every possible 
rider has an opportunity to enjoy 
and support it.

At a racecourse many such opportuni- 
ties arise. Nearly everybody wants to 
know something. Even those not asking 
advice, are walking around with their 
ears pricked forward - like Count Fleet, 
when he thought he might be catching up 
with the laggards he’d left in the first 
lap. The day of a big race is a wonderful 
one to pronounce, or request, words of 
widsom, because all the experts are in 
town, 

When two or more authorities on any 
subject convene, a mess Of lore is likely 
to be spilled all over the place. If the 
subject under debate happens to be Thor- 
oughbred racing, or one of its aspects, 
the lore will be piled up half way to the 
top of the stall. 

When a $100,000 cruise over the grass 
is scheduled, it is natural that every able- 
bodied Turf journalist in the area and 
every dedicated Turf enthusiast should be 
on hand, 


Plenty of Sages 

That’s the way it was at Atlantic City 
on September 17, the day of the United 
Nations Handicap. All hands were 
accounted for, except those kept in New 
York by the Futurity and the throngs that 
stuck to Bel Air (Md.), where, by the 
simple device of picking six winners in a 
row, a man can get $1,000 or more in the 
Big Klondike, 

Well sir, if you could have heard the 
way the conversation at Atlantic City was 
turning to the feature race, you’d have 
guessed they had the finest field of horses 
a racing secretary could get together at any 
price, 

And it would have been about as good a 
guess as you ever made, 

So there were some mighty fine disser- 
tations on horse flesh. 

One of the most illuminating was put 
forth by a serious analyst regarding the 
chances of the destined winner, T.V. Lark. 

; “This colt has won four in a row, all 
right,” the gent admitted, ‘‘but you must 
remember he won them all on those hard 
(sic, and see note) Chicago tracks. Today, 
he S running for the first time on turf and 
it's bound to be soft after the weather 
they had a few days ago. The stable was 
foolish to send him here.” 


The argument was well put, even though 
Warren Schweder, of The Blood-Horse 
Magazine had gone out and jammed his 
heel into the course and declared it 
*‘firm’’ - at least where his heel hit. 


Open Race 

A searching study of the past perfor- 
mances showed that any horse in the race 
might win it if the others ran to suit him 
(or her). Even a searching study could not 
carry you away from the conviction that 
most of them were going to lose it. 

It was comforting to be able to eliminate 
T.V. Lark right at the beginning. 

The serious analyst could not be found 
after the race. He was probably wandering 
through the unexpert crowd trying to prove 
what horses would not win the eighth and 
ninth races. 

It is unnecessary to observe that aman 
who puts up a strong, wrong argument 
loses caste. It is particularly so in racing. 

Another fellow took Bally Ache, during 
the pre-race conclave, 

**] just like him,” he declared. He 
didn’t try to convert anybody to his way of 
thinking. Even when pressed for reasons, 
he declined to advance a sales talk, beyond 
remarking that ‘‘the colt is very pretty, 
has proved he has courage, and won the 
Preakness at 1 3/16 miles - same dis- 
tance as today.”” 

This convinced no one, and the Bally 
Ache man was able to lose his money 
comfortably without worrying about being 
hunted out and lynched afterward. 

I am frank to say, I never showed 
more restraint, All the time, I was thinking 
**Bally Ache’s going to gallop off with this 
thing.’’ I didn’t think much of 9 to 5, but 
if you've got a soft touch, you shouldn’t 
quibble about the price. 

The point is: if you use a yard and a 
half of speech to sell a man on a loser, 
you become avicious partner in the nation- 
wide plot that is afoot to make him a 
pauper. He will hate you. , 

The logic, the figures, the sensible 
reasoning you advance are poisonous, un- 
less the horse wins. If it wins, you are 
sagacious and a grand person to have for 
a friend. 

If you simply mention the name of 
your choice (and only when asked) and 
refuse to be led into arguments, even if 
you have paragraphs of splendid reasons, 
you will be put down as one who plays 
hunches or numbers and is not particularly

bright. You wii: not be loathed by the gent 
who asks the question, He still will 
consider you his friend - a stupid friend, 
it is true, but still his friend. 

When I admitted I was for Bally Ache, 
I forgot all about Intentionally; and it is 
legend on the Turf that a horse which runs 
the black one into the ground will have 
lead in his feet for the final furlongs. 
Any number of horses nave whipped In- 
tentionally, but, the horse that does the 
whipping doesn’t have much left over. 

When there are a few real good ones 
behind, biding their time, disaster is 
almost sure to follow. 

The U.N. Handicap had the good ones, 

When T.V. Lark and Sword Dancer 
straightened out for home, the Bally Ache 
backers prepared to tear tickets. It was 
that obvious. 

If Mr. William Holborn had had room 
to get General Arthur through on the 
hedge, Bally Ache wouldn’t have been 
third, But Holborn had nowhere else to go 
and did the best he could with the space 
he had, 

One of the most delightful facets of 
the United Nations Handicap was the well- 
presented after-race speech by Mr. John 
Sellers, who stepped from the hustle and 
bustle of the course to the chaos of the 
winner’s circle without losing his aplomb. 

‘This is not only the best horse I’ve 
ever ridden,” declared the rider, ‘‘but I 
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Aqueduct 
Aqueduct staged its 16th running of 


The Discovery, a one and one-eighth 
miles race for 3-year-olds, on Wed., 
Sept. 14. Eight sophomores left the start- 
ing gate in the $25,000 added handicap 
Stakes, 

Bohernia Stable’s Kelso, with Eddie 
Arcaro up, took command in the stretch 
to score by one and one-quarter lengths 
over L. L. Haggin 2nd’s Careless John. 
R. N. Webster’s Count Amber was the 
show horse and Cain Hoy Stable’s Tooth 
and Nail finished fourth. Kelso set a new 
track record of 1.48 2/5 for the 1 1/8 
miles, chopping off two-fifths of a second 
from The Irishman’s record set in Nov- 
ember of 1959, 

The winner is a dark bay or brown 
gelding, by Your Host out of Maid of 
Flight, by Count Fleet, bred by Mrs. R, 
C, duPont (Bohemia Stable). C, H, Han- 
ford trains the gelding. His owners col- 
lected $18,290 net for his winning effort. 


The Futurity (Sat., Sept. 17) 

Twelve 2-year-olds answered the 
starter’s call in the 7lst running of The 
Futurity at the “‘Big A.”* Run at six and 
one-half furlongs, at scale weights, it had 
a purse of $75,000 added, 

Jockey R, Broussard rode Meadow- 
brook Stable’s Little Tumbler, the only 
filly in the race, to a three lengths vic- 
tory over L. P, Sasso’s Globemaster. 
Little Tumbler’s time was 1.16 3/5 a 
new track record, one-fifth of a second 
under the old mark. She became the first 
filly to win The Futurity since 1946 when 
First Flight turned the trick. 

Harbor View Farm’s Garwol finished a 
nose in back of Globemaster and F, W, 
Hooper’s Crozier, the favorite came under 
the wire for fourth money. 

Little Tumbler is a bay daughter of 
Royal Note-Fairy Dancer, by Blenheim, 
bred by T, O. Campbell. W. R, Mitchell 
trains the filly. The victorious run netted 
$85,191.50. It was Little Tumbler’s fifth 
triumph out of eleven starts; she finished 


2nd three times; and third once, Her car- 
eer earnings amount to $160,455. 


Atlantic City 

The seven furlongs King Neptune Han- 
dicap was run for the fifth time on Wed- 
nesday, September 14, at Atlantic City. 
A handicap stakes with $20,000 added, it 
drew eight three-year-olds and was quite 
a race, as a length, a nose, and a neck 
separated the first four horses. 


C, M, Kline’s Conestoga, with W. Blum 
in the saddle, took the advantage of an 
opening on the inside in the stretch run 
and outfinished Alamode Farm’s Ouija 
Board, W, Hartack up. The show horse, W. 
B. MacDonald, Jr.’s Room and Board, was 
nosed out by Ouija Board and Room and 
Board in turn stuck his neck in front of 
Cain Hoy Stable’s All Hands, who finished 
fourth. The winner’s time for the seven 
furlongs was 1.23 over a fast track, 

Conestoga is a bay colt, by Rough’n 
Tumble-Ruddy Belle, by Errard, bred by 
Ocala Stud Farm, Inc. Morris H, Dixon, 
Sr. trains him. The net value of the purse 
was $14,797.50. 


United Nations ’Cap (Sat., Sept. 17) 

The 8th running of The United Nations 
Handicap, $100,000 added, drew ten start- 
ers for the one and three-sixteenths miles 
run over turf. C, R, Mac Stable’s T. V. 
Lark crossed the finish line one and one- 
quarter lengths to the good of Brookmeade 
Stable’s Sword Dancer. The favored Bally 
Ache, owned by Turfland, was third, and 
Brae Burn Farm’s General Arthur got 
the small cut of the purse, The winner was 
times at 1.57 over a firm track. 

T. V. Lark is a brown 3-year-old colt, 
by *Indian Hemp-Miss Larksfly, by Heel- 
fly, bred by Dr. W. D. Lucas. Heis train- 
ed by P,. K, Parker. Jockey J. Sellers 
rode the winner, and netted $65,000 for 
his connections. T, V. Lark and Bally 
Ache were the only three-year-olds in 
the race. 


Hawthorne (Cicero, Ill.) 

The 2nd running of the Midwest Hand- 
icap drew one of Hawthorne Park’s largest 
crowds, onSaturday, September 20. Racing 
enthusiasts were rewarded with a scintil- 
lating performance in the $25,000 added 
six and one-half furlongs handicap for 3- 
year-olds and upwards. 

Mrs. Priscilla D, Willis’ keen little 
runner Tytus showed six lengths of day- 
light to his seven rivals and tied the 
world’s record of 1.14 4/5 for the 6 1/2 
furlongs. King Ranch’s favored Golden 
Notes was second, two lengths ahead of 
Mrs. Mary Keim’s Indian Maid, and John 
C. Hauer’s Little Fitz finished fourth. 

Tytus is a 4-year-old bay colt, by Ky. 
Colonel out of Golden Earring, by Hoop, 
Jr., bred by Mrs. Joe Goodwin, Jockey 
J. L. Rotz was the saddlesmith, Little 
Tytus stashed away $19,350 after his 
record-equalling performance. 
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Hail to Reason Retired 


Miss Patrice Jacobs’ Hail to Reason, 
the outstanding two-year-old of this sea- 
son, fractured his sesamoids at the two 
furlong mark of a three-furlong prep on 
Sunday, September 18, at Aqueduct. The 
colt was getting ready for the $50,000 
Cowdin, $100,000 Champagne, and the rich 
Garden State. Hail to Reason has won 
seven stakes and $328,434.25. 

He was placed in a cast and is to be 
transferred toDr. Charles Hagyard’s farm 
in Lexington, Kentucky to enter stud duties 
when he has recovered sufficiently from 
his injury. 

Trainer Hirsch Jacobs was quoted as 
saying: ‘‘It is fate. I have been wondering 
who I would breed Searching to in the 
Spring. Now I know.”

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Pan Zareta 
"Greatness Was Her Trademark”’ 


Ned Holloway 


One of the most illustrious sprinting 
mares of all time is rarely mentioned 
when men speak of the greats of the Turf 
World. Yet, the game chestnut mare, Pan 
Zareta, time after time placed herself in 
turf immortality by breaking track and 
world records in three nations, 

The annals of racing reveal that Pan 
Zareta was a foal of 1910, a period of 
time in which racing was practically at a 
stand-still. This is probably the reason 
why her greatness was so little publicized. 
The Sport of Kings had been demoralized 
in most states after Governor Charles 
Evans Hughes shut down NewYork racing. 
Only Maryland and Kentucky, plus a few 
brush tracks in the western states, had 
race tracks open at that time. Racing, 
wherever it was conducted, was always in 
a state of impoverished despair. The pro- 
duction of Thoroughbred yearlings dropped 
nearly 80 per cent, and the average auction 
price was $325 per head. The following 
year was the worst on record, before or 
since, as magnificently bred animals av- 
eraged a pitiable $230. 

Yet, in those deplorable days of the 
turf, Pan Zareta, racing against the 
speediest horses of Mexico, Canada, and 
the United States, established a marvelous 
record of 76 wins, 31 seconds, and 21 
thirds in a total of 151 starts, She cam- 
paigned six seasons carrying imposts up 
to 146 pounds, and frequently broke track 
and world records. 

On February 10, 1915, in the great 
match race against the famous Quarter 
Horse, Joe Blair, she set a world record 
at Juarez, Mexico, for five furlongs in 
57-1/5 seconds. The record stood for 
36 years! 

She was said to be the only mare in 
the history of the American Turf to have 
won more than 50 races, 

In describing the disadvantages she was 
forced to face, Colonel John F, Wall, the 
eminent historian of the turf, once said: 


“It is indeed regrettable that this mare, * 


to become one of America’s great race 
horses, arrived on the scene at a time 
when hysteria had demoralized the in- 
dustry. She was compelled to run wherever 
there was racing and for the meagerest 
of purses,”” 

A daughter of Abe Frank-Caddie Grif- 
fith, by Rancocas, Pan Zareta was bred 
by her owners, James and Mose Newman 
of Sweetwater, Texas. Although her ped- 
gree could hardly be considered im- 
Peccable, she did trace, through her dam, 
to the immortal Lexington. 

As a two-year-old, Pan Zareta was 
shipped from the Texas ranch of her 
owners to Juarez, where she made her 
first start during the season of 1912. 

Because of the dearth of racing in the 
homeland, Colonel Matt Winn, operator of 


Churchill Downs, moved to Juarez to 
assist in the promotion of racing there 
while still operating the latter track. 

After arriving at the Mexican oval, Pan 
Zareta faced another problem - the 
Mexican Revolution was in progress, It 
is said that in order to protect their 
racing interests the Newmans presented 
General Pancho Villa a beautiful Thor- 
oughbred stallion, a horse which he rode 
during most of his ill-fated campaign. 

Racing unsuccessfully at Juarez that

season, Pan Zareta went to tracks in 
Montana and Idaho, where she was raced 
widely. During one of her earlier starts 
in the United States she was defeated by 
Floral Park who, in his victory at Coeur 
d’Alene, set a world record of 52-4/5 
seconds for four and one-half furlongs. 

Pan Zareta went on to win ten con- 
secutive races that season, 

The next season - the summer of 1914 
- found Pan Zareta at Connaught Park in 
Canada, She set a track record for six 
furlongs in 1:14, and a month later came 
back to set a track record for five and 
one-half furlongs in 1:06-4/5. Shortly 
thereafter, she returned to Mexico torace 
in the Juarez Handicap, a five and one-

half furlong event for all ages, which she 


won in the time of 1:04-3/5 carrying 124 
pounds. 

After her Juarez victory, Pan Zareta 
again started in Canada - this time at 


Windsor, where she tied the track record 
for six furlongs. A few days later, at 
Hamilton, she tied the track record there 
for five and one-half furlongs in 1:05-4/5, 

She was raced successfully that fall in 
Kentucky. 

During those days of such small purses, 
Pan Zareta was used extensively for match 
racing. Racing fans loved the gangling 
chestnut mare, and would come from miles 
around to watch her run, And they brought 
with them pocketfulls of greenbacks with 
which to back their favorite. Once one of 
her backers, a man from Abilene, Texas, 
who was a friend of her owners, stood on 
the grandstand steps at a large race 
course with ten one-thousand dollar bills 
in his hand, He offered to bet the money 
that Pan Zareta could run the quarter- 
mile distance in less than 21 seconds, 
There were no takers. 

Although she ran many match races 
and defeated some of the world’s greatest 
horses at that time, probably her most 
famous was the race with Joe Blair. 
Racing fans from both the United States 
and Mexico traveled great distances to 


witness the event. The race was so great 
that it was later to be chronicled in both 
prose and verse. 

There was a tinge of excitement in the 
air that winter day as the two speedsters 
paraded onto the Mexican oval. Hundreds 
of thousands of dollars had been wagered 
on the race, and the horses seemed to 
realize that the blue chips were down as 
they approached the starting line. Fans 
waited tensely for the start. Would it be 
game chestnut mare, or would it be the 
classy bay stallion who also had a bril- 
liant racing record and was destined to 
become a foundation sire of the Quarter 
Horse breed? 

And finally the break! Joe Blair, carry- 
ing 110 pounds, broke from the inside 
position two lengths on top. As they 
thundered down the backstretch Joe Blair 
opened up another length on his foe pass- 
ing the one furlong mark. As they flew 
past the three-furlong pole Joe Blair lead 
by two and one-half lengths. Although Pan 
Zareta was hanging on gamely it looked 
as if the fast-breaking stallion had the 
race won, 

Then, as they rounded the turn for 
home, Pan Zareta took command by a 
head. The crowd went wild. Gamely, the 
two battled it out in a terrific stretch 
duel, but Pan Zareta never relinquished 
her lead and went on to win by two lengths, 
as the charts stated “easily.” Although 
she carried 120 pounds and was “‘left at 
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the post,’’ Pan Zareta established a world 
record that was to stand for 36 years! 
The fractional times were 10-1/5, 21-3/5, 


"33-2/5, 44-4/5 and 57-1/5. It was truly 


a horse racel 

Later that same year PanZareta wona 
race in the mud at Louisville by six 
lengths. 

Unfortunately, Pan Zareta never 
reached the broodmare paddocks. She 
died during her sixth season of racing 
at the New Orleans Fair Grounds track, 
and was buried in the infield. 

A decade later, when Black Gold, 
Oklahoma’s Kentucky Derby winner, broke 
down on that same track it was elected 
to bury him beside the fleet mare. How 
Black Gold met his fate is one of the 
saddest stories of the horse world. On 
that day of the tragic accident, the son 
of Black Toney was pounding down the 
stretch with a comfortable lead when a 
bone in one of his front legs snapped. The 
spectators rose to their feet. They were 
witnessing one of the most courageous 
feats ever displayed by a race horse, 
Black Gold kept lunging for the finish 
line, hobbling on three legs despite his 
jockey’s efforts to pull him up!

Meet an old pal of mine from up the 
pike a piece - Charles Randolph Lewis 
of Monkton, Md. Charlie visited New York 
briefly last year. He came up to the opening 
of the Big A with two horses. One was a 
4-year-old gelding named Axul Humo. He 
had been raised by a farming neighbor of 
Charlie’s. He was by Hoseah, a Thor- 
oughbred who had won a few claimers at 
the half-mile tracks. His dam was 
Orgullosa, an old steeplechase mare. At 
Aqueduct he raced in the name of Mrs. 
Charles R. Lewis. He ran three times at 
Aqueduct, winning once. But that was a big 
one, as he took a $5,000 claimer ata mile 
and an eighth and paid $83.90. 

Charlie’s other horse did rather well, 
too. This was a 2-year-old filly named 
Jubalator. She was owned by Mrs. Norma 
Basilisco, of Baltimore. Charlie put her 
in an overnight event at three-quarters of 
a mile. She won and paid her backers $30 
and change. Then, according to Charlie, 
“The weather got cold. I knew there was 
a nice, warm fire at our house down on 
the farm. We cail the place Meadowbrook 
Farm. So we came home. I think the Big 
A is a very nice place to race.” 

Charlie is a keen, healthy, fox-hunting 
type, 42, brown-eyed and gray at the tem- 
ples. His father, the late Milton Jhett 
Lewis, was a well-known squire of Tappa- 
hanock County, down in Virginia. Charlie 
won his first blue ribbon riding a jumping 
pony, at the age of seven, in Washington’s 
old Wardman Park Club show. Before the 
war, along with Hughie Dufford, now a big 
track contemporary, he rode those great 
show horses of Alvin Untermyer, including 
Hexameter, Cinelli and Illuminator. He 
left Untermyer to enter the Army, serving 
in China and India. He was discharged as 
a captain in 1946 and for a time rode the 
show horses of Sally Sexton, famed Colum- 
bus, Ohio, horsewoman. Madison Square 
Garden fans will remember his perfor- 
mances on Prompt Payment and Substitu- 
tion. 

In 1947, he married the former Vir- 
ginia Ranier of New York. He met her 
down at Aiken, Three years later they 
bought their present 170-acre farm in 
Monkton. Now he hunts a great deal with 
the Elkridge-Harford hounds, taking the 
field with Mrs. Lewis’ 18-year-old daugh- 
ter by a previous marriage. His own two 
small sons are not quite big enough to 
hunt foxes as yet, but it won’t be long. 
Indeed, there isn’t a happier, more hard- 
riding bunch in this country than the Lewis 
Clan, 

_ The horses Charlie trains and races in 
his public stable keep the farm going. They 
raise nothing but Thoroughbreds on the 


place. He doesn’t wander far. He hits the 
half-milers, Pimlico, Laurel, Bowie and 
Delaware, with an occasional foray to the 
Big A. In 1959 he won 48 races and was 
only away from home 10 nights all year. 

Naturally he has to train the young 
horses at the racetrack. The older ones, 
however, he conditions in old--fashioned 
country style. 

**We just run ‘em up and downthe hills 
around here,”’ he smiled, ‘‘and they get 
in first class shape.” 

Asked if the fences did not get in the 
way, he replied, ‘‘To tell you the truth, 
if the fences are just small ones, we make 
‘em jump. Every horse should be able to 
jump a little bit. They’re athletes.” 
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Charlie seldom wins a big one. Biggest 
stake he ever won was the $10,000 Balti- 
more Spring Handicap, which he took with 
Mrs. Barbara Obre’s Golden Admiral a 
few years ago. He has about 30 horses 
at his farm. His owners include Mrs. 
Kenneth Ellis, Mrs. John S, Neill, Newell 
J. (Buddy) Ward, Allison Stern and Law- 
rence E. Jones. The latter has two Irish 
imports - a 3-year-old gelding named 
Tiger Hill and a 2-year-old filly named 
Miss Gomar, who should be seen around 
here soon. Neither of them ever started 
before. That is, they never started around 
here. Y’ don’t know what Charlie has been 
doing with them out there in Worthington 
Valley.

general office and library building located 
just south of Seattle and about a mile 
from the pioneer racetrack, Longacres, 
says the last count showed 62 stallions 
standing within the state. ‘‘Some of them 
are really outstanding,” he adds, 

The establishment of Longacres Race- 
track in 1933 started Washington State 
as a Thoroughbred breeding center. And 
with the raising of Thoroughbreds, one- 
time ranchers and fruit growers added 
eastern stud management to a state that 
before had ranch-raised practically all 
horses. 

“Today,” says Ed, “‘it is a rare 
rancher that turns out good stock on the 
range to shift for itself and ends up by 
producing winners. We have paddocks and 
barns scattered throughout the state that 
rival many Eastern operations. 

True, breeders on the west side of the 
Cascade mountain chain operate under 
handicaps unknown perhaps anywhere else 
in the country. The western slopes facing 
the Pacific Ocean have long periods of 
rainfall and land which through the years 
has become porous to absorb it. As the 
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rain falls, the minerals drain from the 
earth. To counteract this the breeders 
must continually add minerals to their 
pastures. For the most part they import 
their hay from the lush hay ranches in 
Central Washington. On those ranches, 
some of the finest racehorse hay in the 
world is grown. 

Each year sees a rise in the number of 
horses in the state. Not only horses for 
the track, but also for the hunting field, 
trail rides and western pleasure use. Still 
a land of great uninhabited expanses, 
Washington has something in its cool 
climate that drives people toward outdoor 
sports. For example, there are more 
pleasure boats in the Puget Sound area 
than almost anywhere in the world, 

This desire for outdoor recreation has 
affected the horse market almost as much 
as the racetracks. Every day the tracks 
and breeding farms are haunted by poten- 
tial horse owners seeking ‘‘one who can’t 
run fast enough.” Some of those 62 stal- 
lions are also being crossed with mares 
to produce get that will never see the

FLORIDA 


FLORIDA BRED 

Against blue-ribbon race horses from 
all over the world, Florida-breds earned 
purse money in 43 stake races during the 
first eight months of 1960, it is pointed out 
by Bonnie Heath, president of the Florida 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association, 

A compilation of records through Aug- 
ust shows eight different Florida horses 
winning stakes, five others getting money 
in stakes with 10 firsts, 16 seconds and 
17 thirds, Adding the Florida-bred stakes 
during the winter at Hialeah and Sunshine 
Park, local horses have won a total of 
12 stakes. 

With one exception, the nine stakes 
winning horses were bred, foaled and 
raised on two Marion county farms: Ocala 
Stud and Rosemere. The exception is Fred 
W. Hooper’s Confuse, foaled in Gadsden 
County near the Florida-Georgia line, 

The record of the syndicated Florida 
stallion, Fair Ruler at Ocala Stud, is 
remarkable. Of the five off-spring in Fair 
Ruler’s first crop to race, two are stakes 
winners. Bronzerullah is rated among 
America’s leading juveniles of 1960 with 
a victory over Hail to Reason in theSara- 
toga Special, and seconds in The Tremont, 
Great American and Hopeful. The 2-year- 
old filly, Dream On, won the Rancocas and 
was second in the Colleen, Ocala Stud 
has turned out four different stakes win- 
ners this year. In addition to the two by 
Fair Ruler, Conestoga (by Rough’n 
Tumble) won the Ventor at Atlantic City, 
and My Old Flame accounted for two 
Florida-bred stakes. 

Three of the Florida-bred stakes win- 
ners are by the Rosemere stallion, Noble 
Hero, They are Noble Sel (Bougainvillea 
at Hialeah), Geechee Lou (Puritan at Suf- 
folk Downs), and Prompt Hero (Fair Play 
at Fort Erie). Geechee Lou also was 
second in the Suffolk Turf Handicap, third 
in the Miss America at Atlantic City and 
third in the world’s richest race for fillies 
and mares, the Delaware Handicap. 





THOROUGHBRED BIRTHDAY

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Cecil County Breeders’ Fair 


First Day 
Chris Wood, Jr. 


Presenting an excellent program of six 
diversified races, the Cecil County Breed- 
ers’ Fair officially opened the fall hunt 
racing season at Fair Hill, Md. on Satur- 
day, September 10, Operating for the 
benefit of the Union Hospital in adjacent 
Elkton, the first of two meetings on the 
Foxcatcher Hounds estate of William du- 
Pont, Jr. had the $3,500 added 17th 
running of the Fair Hill Steeplechase as 
the stellar attraction. 


Fair Hill Steeplechase 

Making a debut over brush in the two- 
mile handicap over 14 obstacles, Norman 
P, Bate’s Lord Mike went to the front at 
the start and improved his position 
throughout to register an 8-length triumph 
over C, Mahlon Kline’s Gridiron. Favored 
to repeat his victory of last year in the 
handicap, Gridiron just managed to gain 
the place award with a head decision 
over George T, Weymouth’s Mystical Gem. 

A 4-year-old gelding by Lord Putnam- 
Lip Rouge and the youngest member in the 
field of 6 *chasers, Lord Mike surged to 
the fore when starter Carlyle Cameron 
released his tape. Responding to Thomas 
Walsh, current leader of America’s 
steeplechase riders, Lord Mike cleared 
the initial obstacle like a veteran brush 
performer with the Barclay Stable’s 
*Ballybrittas 1 1/2 lengths in his wake. 
Ridden by Evan Jackson, the latter was 
second to the eventual winner for a mile 
and then tired badly to finish 5th. When 
the Irish-bred ‘chaser dropped back, Mys- 
tical Gem, lightly rigged under 132 pounds, 
set after Lord Mike in a hopeless chase. 
Opening a 10-length gap over the 12th 
fence and handling his 138 pound assign- 
ment with ease, Lord Mike toyed with his 
field over the final two fence to cross 
under the wire with 8 lengths to spare. 
Shouldering the top impost of 160 pounds, 
Gridiron just managed to shove his head 
in front of Mystical Gem for place honors. 

Trained by M,. G. (Mickey) Walsh, 
current leading steeplechase trainer, Lord 


Mike negotiated the ‘‘about’’ two miles 
and 14 brush fences over firm turf in the 
good time of 4:02 3/5 and picked up a net 
of $2,550 from the gross purse of $3,810 
to add to his current annual earnings of 
$9,075. Preceding his victory in the Fair 
Hill Steeplechase, the gelding won a trio 
of hurdle races this season, including the 
$5,000 United Hunts Purse at Monmouth 
Park. His owner, Norman P, Bate, is a 
resident of Holmdel, N. J., where he is 
expanding his Thoroughbred interests in 
the form of a new training track, 

With humid weather and clear skies 
prevailing before the arrival of hurricane 
Donna, the day of sport opened with a 
pair of flat races, each luring 15 starters. 
Although flat runners of various grades 
filled both events, first money in each race 
fell to a hurdler. 


Sunny Rhodes Wins 

Making his first start since injuring 
an ankle in a hurdle race at Belmont Park 
last June, Sunny Rhodes, owned by the

Trained and ridden by Harry Hatcher, 
Sunny Rhodes sustained a claim of foul 
from Stephen Rice, rider of Irish Soldier, 
who set the pace for most of the journey, 
only to finish 4th. The winner was timed 
in 1:31 for his maiden-breaking effort. 

Coming from 6th in a field of 15 
starters in the 2nd race, Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps’ Bureaucracy made his first start 
in 1960 a winning one under the guidance 
of A, P. (Paddy) Smithwick. Responding 
to Smithwick’s urging in the final yards 
of the 1 1/16 miles turf test, the 6-year- 
old gelding by Polynesian-Busanda got up 
to defeat Mrs. Amory H, Hutchinson’s It 
Happened Fast by a length. The latter held 
the place award safe, 2 lengths in front

Timber Race 

Making her first start since capturing 
the Chronicle Cup at the Virginia Fall 
Race Meeting last autumn, Miss Audrey 
Riker’s Golden Fly made it two straight 
for the Smithwick brothers by capturing 
the Trouble Maker, a 3-mile test over 16 
timber fences on a revamped course, 
Emulating her triumph of last year in the 
same race, the 10-year-old mare came 
from last in the field of 9 over the initial 
fence to register a 6-length victory over 
Joseph L, Aitcheson, Sr.’s Melbroke. The 
latter led the eventual winner over the 
final fence by 2 1/2 lengths, but could not 
resist the winner in the run to the wire, 
Mrs. Virginia M, Duvall’s Valley Hart, who 
defeated Golden Fly at Ligonier, Pa. last 
fall, closed ground in the final stages to be 
3rd, some 10 lengths behind Melbroke, 

The timber race furnished the only 
casualties of the day, fortunately, without 
injury to horses or riders. The first to 
roll on the lush Fair Hill turf was H, C, 
(Jiggs) Baldwin, III, who came off his 
wife’s Jaber when the latter fell over the 
9th fence while leading his field. The next 
to part company with his mount was P, 
Neville, who came down when William D, 
Hail’s Full Stop put in a bad one while 
in contention over the 16th and final fence. 

A winner of 6 timber races last year 
and the winner of the United Hunts Racing 
Association’s $1,000 timber division 
award, Golden Fly was timed in 6:08 4/5 
over the revamped timber course, which 
gives less visibility to the spectators than 
the former course. It was noted after the 
race that Golden Fly pulled up gimpy and it 
is hoped that trainer D, M, (Mike) Smith- 
wick can go on with the gallant mare, which 
has furnished her attractive owner and 
many others with many moments of thrills 
and delight. 

The Christiana, a 1 1/2 miles race for 
maiden hurdlers brought out a field of 12 
contenders and at the conclusion of the 
race over 7 hurdles C, Mahlon Kline’s 
Catchness was the one to graduate. Ably 
handled by Edwin Deveau, the 3-year-old 
home-bred gelding by Slam Bang-On got 
up in the final yardage to defeat Mrs. T. A. 
Randolph’s Best Hour by a length. Pro- 
minent throughout the running, North Hill 
Farm’s Welstead was 3rd, 1 1/2 lengths 
off Best Hour. The winner, trained by 
Morris H, Dixon, was timed in 2:40. 

Carrying the top impost of 156 pounds 
in the Cowentown, composed mainly of 
jockey Ronald Cartwright, Mrs. George 
H. Bostwick’s Fairfax just got up to score 
a head decision over Thaddeus R, Trout’s 
“Chicago 2nd in the 1 5/8 miles hurdle 
handicap. Coming from 4th in the field of 
7 starters, Mrs. Bostwick’s home-bred 
caught *Chicago 2nd over the 7th and final 
hurdle and just got up in an embattled

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MEXICAN RACING TEMPEST 

The Mexican Horsemen’s Association 
held its extraordinary assembly last week, 
with Alfredo Lozano, president, presiding. 

Main business of the meeting was the 
expulsion of Jose Kaim, Alfonso Vaca and 
Manolo Presa from the Association. A 
majority of votes labeled the work of these 
as “traitorous” to the organization. These 
are the dissenters in the dispute with the 
Hipodromo track management headed by 
American Deborah Rood Morrison. Horse- 
men maintain that the attitude of the trio 
had been ‘‘damaging to the sport of kings,”” 
because they favor track management in- 
stead of the Association. 

While the entire racing situation in 
Mexico is on the whole favorable, accord- 
ing to president Lozano, the Associationis 
still quarreling with track management 
and has not been able to obtain entry to 
its offices on track grounds, including 
files and other personal papers. The 
matter will now go tothe courts for settle- 
ment, 

Kaim and the two others, favored by 
track management and at odds with the 
Horsemen’s Association, allegedly have 
archives and other papers in their hands, 
as well as access to the old offices. 

While strife in the ranks of horsemen 
may lead to a possible break, racing fans 
in Mexico are enjoying the sport, with 
cards now more or less standard, without 
any big feature purses coming up for the 
next month or so, 


DISTANCE CAPACITY DWINDLING 

In an article in the Summer Issue of 
“The British Racehorses” entitled 
“Female Lines of Derby Winners”, P.J.C. 
Honner includes a table showing the maxi- 
mum distance won over by the sires, 
grandsires and great-grandsires indirect 
female line of the dams of Derby winners 
since 1906. The average distance for the 
great-grandsires is 15,62 furlongs; for the 
grandsires, 14.40 furlongs; and for the 
sires, 12,68 furlongs. Obviously, as far 
as distance capacity is concerned, the 
British Thoroughbred is retrogressing. 
Of course the situation is far worse in 
the U, S, 


ROYAL NATIVE’S BURDENS 

You have heard trainers and people 
who own horses complain since racing 
first started (or since you first started) 
about weights assigned to the noble beasts 
by vicious racing secretaries. Well, one of 
the best fillies on the current racing 
Scene is carrying more than Discovery 
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and Exterminator put together. She is 
carrying not only a jockey and some tack 
and perhaps a few lead pads, she is 
carrying a whole baseball team. 

The filly is Royal Native for which a 
Mr. MacDonald of Miami paid $252,500 a 
while back. About the same time, Mr. 
MacDonald also paid roughly the same 
amount for a baseball team, the Miami 
Marlins of the International League. (The 
International League has become some- 
what less international since one of its 
members couldn’t stand the smell of all 
those beards in Cuba and moved to Jersey 
City.) 

Since these two purchases, Royal Na- 
tive has gone a long way toward winning 
herself out. She has won over $150,000 
up to now. The ball team, on the other 
hand, has managed to project itself into 
last place and Mr. MacDonald figures it 
will cost him at least another $125,000 
before the year is over. That means the 
filly is just about carrying the ball team 
on her capable back.

It is said that 
many leave after the seventh race which 
is the feature one. Then, to have two races 
after that instead of just one will tend to 
make the traffic jams less intense.

LINCOLN DOWNS‘ 
PAPELETA AND CUADRO 

A while back the papeleta and cuadro 
betting introduced at Lincoln Downs this 
year was described in THE CHRONICLE. 
They provide opportunities to pick six win- 
ners out of six specified races. If you can 
do it, the pay-off can be substantial if you 
happened to be the only one who gotall six, 
If nobody gets six, then those who get five 
out of six split the pot. Anyway, it provides 
another way of betting, which is presum- 
ably a good thing since most people go to 
the races to bet, 

The machines to handle this new type 
of betting were not ready at the opening 
of the meeting so the papeleta and cuadro 
betting were in effect for only 26 of the 32 
racing days. How did it fare? 

The average daily handle was $19,006 
as compared to the total average daily 
handle of $750,787. That means that 2.7% 
of the money bet was bet on this new form 
of wagering. The pay-offs ranged from a 


low of $184.00 when 37 people picked six. 


winners for the six specified races on 
March 22, the second day the thing was in 
operation, to $29,760.00 when only one 
person picked six for six onApril 9. Three 
times the pay-off was $10,000 or over, 
and seven times it was over $9,000. It was 
$5,000 or better eleven times. Twenty- 
one people took home winnings of over 
$5,000 each and 5 more won $4,950.60 
each. 

All that is just dandy, especially for 
the people who got the bigger pay-offs. 
But did it do the track any good? The last 
time I looked, the track gets 6 1/2 of 
the pari-mutuel handle in Rhode Island 
and the track splits the breakage with the 
state 50-50. If there has been any change 
since the figures I have, you can bet your 
boots it is not to the advantage of the track, 
so let’s assume 6 1/2 is a good approxi- 
mation of what the track gets if it is not 
the exact figure. That means. that Lincoln 
Downs got $1,235.39 per day from the 
Papeleta and Cuadro betting. If they had to 
have special windows and special clerks 
and special equipment to handle the special 
type of betting, one is led to wonder if they 
made any money from it. The one person 
who took home the $29,760.00 pay-off cer- 
tainly did though. And a good time was had 
by all.

When I read the editorial on American 
foxhound breeding (Feb. 26, 1960) and the 
need for fresh blood, I was prompted to 
write my thoughts on the matter. Before 
American breeders cross on English 
strains and lose at least part of the 
characteristics they have been working to 
preserve, they might do well to look into 
another American breed, until now largely 
overlooked, namely the U.K.C, registered 
Blueticks. I personally think they couldn’t 
do better and should intensify and even 
improve the wonderful traits of the Ameri- 
can hound - cold nose, drive, voice and 
pack work, 

The foundation stock of the present 
Penn-Marydel hounds was predominantly 
Bluetick. Roy Jackson’s Kirkwood Kennels 
was all Bluetick at one time! These hounds 
are now mainly advertised as coonhounds, 
but they are extensively used for big game 
too, which shows their versatility. They 
are really converted foxhounds that would

Four years ago when I needed an 
outcross in my pack of Penn-Marydels 
(Longreen, Germantown, Tenn.) I bred to 
two registered Blueticks. All the puppies 
were lighter colored than their sires and 
four were tri color with hardly any ticks. 
Now the 1/4 Blueticks show no more blue 
than a lot of Penn-Marydels. The cross 
has definitely improved their legs and you 
have never heard such heavy, long, horn 
voices. 

Blueticks are definitely a pack hound 
and handle easily. The fact that they can 
be trained to run only one kind of game

A type has been established - not the 
swayback, shallow, crooked legged, splay 
footed hounds that fox hunters like to 
think coon hunters use. The enclosed 
U.K.C, standard describes an ideal fox 
hound, 

This standard has been framed for 
three real purposes: 

FIRST - To act as a guide for the 
U.K.C, and its judges at bench shows, 

SECOND - To furnish suggestions 
for breeders in their aims toward im- 
proving the breed to higher ideals in 
their breeding. 

THIRD - To advance this breed to one 
of similar sameness throughout the 
country.

In the old days they were criticized 
for being bad legged and slow, just as 
Penn-Marydels were, but believe me, their 
progress in looks and speed has made great 
strides and breeders have developed 
voices that any foxhunter would be thrilled 
to hear in his pack. 

I think the pictures show a uniformity 
and improvement in type from the old 
type associated with ‘‘coon dog’’, and if 
Pedigree is a question, they have recorded 
Pedigrees farther back than a lot of fox 
hounds. Many would show the same founda- 
tion stock if the pedigrees were compared. 
These breeders have stressed voice with 
great success, partly because they have 
Preserved the “‘hound dog” character of 
heads and haven’t gone in for the “clean 
throat” look, 


I have been hunting hounds for 25 years 
and have hunted with all kinds in Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, Virginia, Minnesota, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Arkansas, Ala- 
bama and New Mexico. I definitely go along 
with the school that says “‘type for the 
country and type for the purpose’’. This 
is why I am a great admirer of the Penn- 
Marydels. 

In order to preserve or intensify all 
their characteristics, breeders will have 
to stick to similar types. Breeders of all 
types of animals know that breeding to 
dissimilar types seldom gets a blend of 
characteristics, and is more chancy than 
crossing similar strains, even those of 
doubtful ancestry. 

Some of the best Bluetick stud dogs 
are located near the packs needing new 
blood and don’t have to be bought to get

SHOULDERS - Clean, gradually slo 
and muscular, not broad and protruding, 
but to appear as part of body, showing 
freedom of movement and strength. 

CHEST - Should show considerable 
depth, rather than excessive width allowing 
plenty of lung space, fairly even with 
front of shoulders, extending well down to 
the elbow, in girth for males. 26” to 34”; 
females 23°’ to 30”. 

RIBS - Should be well sprung with good 
depth and taper gradually to short ribs, 
resembling a curve in the chest, rather 
than a sunken drop-off between chest and 
stomach, Ribs should gather at the should- 
ers, sloping well with neck when the head 
is held alert. 

BACK - Should be moderately long and 
muscular, tapering up to a high gather at 
the shoulders, sloping well with the neck 
when head is held alert. 

LOINS - Broad, well muscled and 
slightly arched. Back length incomparison 
with height. 

FORELEGS - Straight from the should- 
ers down to the feet, well boned and 
muscular, with a strong straight pattern. 
Forelegs should appear straight from 
either side or front view. 

FEET - Round with well arched toes 
(no upward trend of toe claw), Thick 
tough pads. When standing should appear 
as a ball rather than to spread. 

HIPS - Strong and well muscled, width 
slightly less than rib spring. Rump should 
slightly with width in proportion to 
hips. 

THIGHS - Of gradual taper with excess 
muscular development giving abundant 
propelling power.

. The Organized Hunts of America enjoyed one of the best seasons in many years 
during 1959-1960, All along the Eastern Seaboard conditions were very good from 
early cubbing until March when several heavy snowstorms interrupted and, in many 
cases, put an end to the season’s sport. The same excellent conditions were prevalent 
throughout the Mid-West and Western hunting countries. A number of the Eastern 
Hunts reported the best show of foxes in many seasons and reports of record days 
were constant during the months of December, January and February. 

It is particularly pleasant to report that the good supply of foxes lessened the 
deer problem very markedly. Most Masters feel that the menace of deer could be 
pretty well controlled when all conditions are as advantageous as they proved to be 
this season, 

Enthusiasm for our Sport continues with many packs reporting ever growing 
fields,. In this regard the U.S, Pony Clubs have done yeoman service. Through their 
well planned programs they continue to encourage and increase the number of young 
people in the hunting field. 

Express highways and urban development continue tobe the bane ofthe foxhunters 
existence and probably will be in the years to come, In some cases these obstacles 
have caused the cessation of hunting, in others the abandonment of well established 
packs, However, these express highways contributed to a great advancement and 
convenience in transportation of horses and hounds, materially helping to open up and 
Teach new country. Thus many packs have enlarged and developed otherwise unhuntable 
country, 

On the whole, although the roster of Organized Hunts may be smaller than during 
the peak years of the twenties and thirties, I believe the Sport of Foxhunting in this 
country is stronger and more deeply entrenched than ever before. 

This was a particularly sad year in the annals of the Masters of Foxhounds 
Association of America for within the space of a few short months we were faced with 
the loss of three officers, our President - Gilbert Mather; Honorary Vice-President, 
J. Watson Webb; and Executive Committee Member and Trustee of the Hunt Servants 
Benefit Foundations, Frederic H, Bontecou. It is impossible to state the many things 
these gentlemen did for the M.F.H.A., inparticular and for foxhunting as a whole. We 
who are left will face the future with courage and endeavor to carry out the pattern 
that they have set for us.

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Cubbing started with nature smiling on 
August 16, at 6:00 A.M., a calm, dewey, 
60-degree morning. Hounds were cast in 
Paul Butler’s Base Farm about one mile 
westerly from the Kennels. All of the new 
entry went forward with the old hounds 
and acted as though they knew what they 
were looking for. 

Several small coverts in the rolling 
meadow and pasture were drawn with only 
a few tentative bursts of tongue. We then 
drew into the west side of Franciscan 
Woods, and soon the woods were ringing 
with the full cry of the pack as they ran 
a left-handed circle. Huntsman Payne 
viewed a small red cub go out of the woods 
south across the black-top road behind the 
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pack, but did not attempt to lift hounds 
onto this line. Thirty minutes later, after 
circling the woods three times, with varia- 
tions, hounds were at a loss and were 
being called out on the North side of the 
woods. Jt. MFH Mohlman rode back into 
the woods looking for a couple of persistent 
hounds who didn’t respond to the horn; 
he viewed a large red, probably our origin- 
al fox, sneak south across the black-top 
road into the tall corn. 

Hounds were carried around the woods 
and cast in the North edge of the corn 
field south of Oak Brook Road near Route 
83, Hounds were soon giving plenty of 
tongue and making fair progress south 
through the rows of 6-ft. corn. One-half 
mile south at the end of the field, the 
big red was viewed by Huntsman Payne and 
Jt. MFH Anderson as he emerged and 
doubled back into the corn. Hounds close 
behind were not fooled, and ran north to 
about the middle of the corn, then a sharp 
turn to west. Emerging into the pasture 
the pace and the cry increased. Continuing 
west our pilot, who was certainly no cub, 
crossed the lawns and recreation field of 
St. Francis Retreat, where riders could not 
follow, another pasture, and into another

field of tall corn. After circling the latter 
corn field, hounds were at a loss and were 
called in because it was getting too warm. 

Subsequent cub hunts (every Tues., 
Thurs. and Saturday at 6:00) have usually 
been nearly as good as the first, with only 
one blank day so far. The pack has varied 
from 13 to 15 couples with 7 new entry 
making good. Fields have varied from 15 
to 22 riders besides the staff. To date 
there have been 7 foxes viewed, but no 
kills. The regulars, who have been out 
for the early morning sports, besides 
those previously mentioned, are: Wm.

Peterborough Royal Foxhound Show 
Daphne Moore 


With H.M, The Queen as patron, Peter- 
borough’s Foxhound Show is royal indeed. 
This year it was held on July 20th and was 
particularly memorable in that, for the 
first time since its establishment 82 years 
ago, the ‘‘double championship’’ was won 
for the second year in succession by the 
same kennel - The Duke of Beaufort’s. 
Not only that, but this great hereditary 
kennel achieved the supreme distinction of 
winning the bitch championship for the 
third year running. 

In addition, the ducal hounds won both 
the stallion hound and brood bitch classes- 
the former with last year’s champion, the 
great quality Brimstone '58, by Heythrop 
Brigand ’54, who was the most prominent 
sire atthis year’s show, and has become 
the founder of a new dynasty in the fox- 
hound world, 

This was the 72nd Peterborough Show, 
and entries were received from 27 kennels, 
25 of which actually showed - an increase 
of three on last year’s figures. There 
were some notable doghounds, and the bitch 
classes were well-filled, with some high 
quality hounds included. The rain (for a 
wonder in July, 1960) kept off, a few 
surprises enlivened the proceedings. 
There were friends to meet and greet, 
plenty to interest the ringside critics, and, 
all in all, it was anexcellent and enjoyable 
show, with that pleasant indefinable atmos- 
phere which is found nowhere else but 
Peterborough. The colorful scene in the 
arena, where red, green and yellow Hunt 
coats mingle, and multi-coloured hounds 
move to and fro, is always unforgettable, 
and visitors from America, Mr. Wilbur 
Ross Hubbard, M.F.H. of the KentCounty, 
and Mrs. Dean Bedford from the Elk- 
ridge-Harford, no doubt enjoyed their first 
experience of this, the greatest foxhound 
show in the world, My next-door neighbor, 
whose name I never discovered, though I 
knew his face, had attended his first 
Peterborough in 1902 and seen many 
changes since that date. One cannot help 
wondering whether Peterborough will still 
be surviving another 58 years hence, or 
if by then hounds and humans alike will 
have succumbed to the horror of a nuclear 
war, 

The doghound judges were Major R, 
Hoare, Master and huntsmanto the Cottes- 
more, that delectable country in the 
“Shires” whence he came from West 
Norfolk two seasons ago; and Mr. John 
White, Master and huntsman of the V.W.H. 
(Cricklade) since 1949, 

They judged a total of five classes in 
addition to the Championship and Special 
Prize award, and since two of the classes 
consisted of twelve couples of hounds, they 
were kept busy from 10:00 until lunch 
time. The initial class for Novice Dog- 
hounds included four bright orange and 
white dogs from Albrighton and Old Berks: 





respectively, three of which were picked 
for prizes, Confident and Cobbler from 
the Albrighton - brothers by Heythrop 
Commodore '54, avery noted fox-catcher - 
beating Old Berks: Playfair, a charming 
young dog by Their Portman-bred Sailor 
*57. Class 2, for unentered couples, drew 
a number of hounds from famous kennels, 
the Heythrop being victorious with two 
individually good young dogs who were not, 
however, particularly well matched. These 
defeated a couple from the Duke of Beau- 
fort’s who were very strong and well- 
developed; whilst Albrighton’s former 
winners were 3rd in this very illustrious 
company. One of the Heythrop couple, 
Contest, a light-coated son of Brigand 
*54, was selected as the best single hound 
in this class, winning Captain Thompson’s 
hunting horn, for which the Duke’s power-

fully built Wonder was runner-up. 

A new class for entered Novice couples 
was instituted this year, and attracted six 
entries in the Doghound section, The 
Cheshire, with two typical tan brothers, 
were placed above the Old Berks: first- 
season hounds by Heythrop Choirboy ’56, 
with the Puckeridge 3rd, This latter pack 
brought some nice-looking hounds, chiefly 
light lemon (of which colour they must 
bave a very prepotent strain in kennel, 
since most of the “‘outside’’ blood used 
at Puckeridge is dominantly tan, from 
Belvoir and Brocklesby) and were unlucky 
not to gain higher awards, but several 
of their hounds failed to show in their 
awesome surroundings. 

In the interesting two couples class they 
exhibited four well-matched lemon-and- 
white hounds which came into reserve 
place, the class being won by theS, Berks: 
quartet, which included two of their stallion 
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hounds. The S, Berks: has, in the past 
few years, been coming into great pro- 
minence at the Hound Shows, and there 
has been many an encounter between 
hounds from this pack and the time- 
honoured winning kennels. Second came a 
lively and well matched tan two couple 
from the Duke of Beaufort’s, who, inturn, 
beat the light-coated Heythrop com- 
petitors. 

The Stallion Hound class included more 
than 50% light coloured hounds, acircum- 
stance of which our grandfathers would 
never have dreamed. There were some 
useful doghounds, the Duke of Beaufort’s 
former Champion, Brimstone '58, proving 
unbeatable. He is a lemon-and-white dog, 
all quality, and alovely effortless mover. 
As he galloped across the arena with his 
opponent, S, Berks: Dashwood °55, he 
showed up the others more plodding action 
by his glorious stride, and there was no 
gainsaying him for the winning rosette. 
Dashwood, who came second, is another 
lemon dog, with a real masculine air; and 
had the distinction of siring the reserve 
champion bitch, Heythrop Latimer ’58, was 
3rd; a small, neat dark-coated dog, whose 
rather bitchy head detracted from his 
appearance. 

In the championship the Duke of Beau- 
fort won the Challenge Cup which bears his 
name with one of his tan quartet, Palmer 
°S9, a delightful quality dog by Portman 
Pedlar °55, who sired all four. Bright 
tan, with white neck, he is built on very 
active lines, with a slightly “‘wheel-back” 
and was an admirable choice for the 
championship. Reserve champion was 
Heythrop Contest, the special prize win- 
ner, who also possesses indisputable qual- 
ity and will be heavily backed for a future 
championship] 

Following lunch new judges took their 
places for the afternoon judging of the 
Bitch classes. Sir Peter Farquhar is well- 
known as one of the leading foxhound 
breeders in the country and though no 
longer an M.F.H. he is greatly sought 
after as a judge. With him was a new- 
comer to Peterborough’s list of judges, 
Captain Evan Williams, Master and hunts- 
man of the Tipperary in Ireland, where 
he has bred a pack of rare varminty 
foxhounds and shows tremendous sport 
over the banks and grass enclosures of 
this part of Southern Ireland. 

They had plenty of difficult problems 
to solve and again a very large number 
of hounds in the majority of classes. There 
were many shy bitches inthe noviceclass, 
which made their task no easier, but the 
strong-backed, good-looking young Copley 
from the Zetland (yet another light coated 
winner) showed himself successfully and 
was awarded Ist, above Bicester Rapid, 
by Heythrop Brigand °54, and Crumble 

from the S, Shropshire, the latter new- 
comers to Peterborough. 

A well-filled class for entered couples 
was won by the S, Berks: sisters, a tan- 
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Peterborough 
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and-white couple with strength and sub- 
stance; beating the beautiful quality white 
entry from the Heythrop - (daughters of 
the redoubtable Brigand once more!) and 
the Hampshire Hunt’s characteristic light 
coloured pair. 

The special prize was again disputed 
between the green coats of Badminton and 
Heythrop. This time positions were 
reversed and the ducal entry triumphed, 
This was Woeful, a very fine young bitch, 
sister to Wonder, strong and mature, dead 
white with dark tan spots and ears, the 
wonderful back which is a hall-mark of the 
Badminton Kennel, and the best of legs 
and feet. She was particularly good “‘in 
the breeches” and possessed greatdepths 
through the heart. 

Runner-up was the charming milk white 
Fanciful from Heythrop, 3 months younger 
than the winner. 

The new novice class for bitches at- 
tracted eleven entered couples and was 
won by the Old Berks., whose Master and 
huntsman, Major Bill Scott, is making such 
a good recovery from his serious accident 
of two years ago and was there to witness 
his bitches’ success. Both were by Hey- 
throp Choirboy °56, who has been used 
widely at the Old Berks. Kennel. Zetland 
and Old Berkeley were 2nd and 3rd re- 
spectively; the Hunt staff of the latter 
wore the yellow coats which are a legacy 
from the parent pack, the Berkeley, who, 
once upon a time, hunted the vastterritory 
stretching for 120 miles from Bristol to 
London, 

The two couples class was one of the 
most interesting of the day. There were 
eleven quartettes, ranging from lemon- 
and-white (which colour predominated), 
through the various shades of tan to the 
unique contestants from S, and W, Wilts. 
which were admirably matched, with red 
tan heads, deep black saddles, and a 
quantity of blue mottle on necks and legs, 
presenting a picture as gay as Joseph’s 
coat of many colours. The derivation of 
this colouring is in itself a fascinating 
sidelight on the extraordinary prepotency 
of certain lines of blood, Carmarthen- 
shire Nimrod ’24 was acquired from the 
10th Earl of Coventry by Mr. Isaac Bell 
of the S. and W, Wilts, early in his 
career, and proved a remarkable foxhound, 
He sired several litters, but for one reason 
or another none of his progeny carried 
on the family line save for one bitch, 
Daylight °32, and she was bred when 
he was 8 years old, Through this single 
channel Nimrod’s blood survived, and 
later, via Oakley Grimston °37, and S, and 
W. Wilts. Daystar °39 (grandsire to the 
Duke of Beaufort’s Distaff’52), the blood 
was disseminated far and wide. It now 
exists in a great number of kennels, 


being largely perpetuated in latter years 
through Portman Grossman °52, who hada 
cross of Nimrod blood through his dam; 
but in the case of the S, and W. Wilts. 


quartette it was obtained d.u: oct through 
the female line tracing to Daylight °32. 
Thus, down the decades, Nimrod lives 
again in countless descendants, a very 
high percentage of whom wear thedistinc- 
tive livery of blue and red mottle. 

The Heythrop came 2nd in this class 
with their lemon-and-white hounds, one of 
whom was the dam of the male reserve 
champion, Next came the Duke of Beau- 
fort’s, four lovely tan bitches, as like as 
peas in a pod, and looking fit togo hunting 
tomorrow, after weeks of hound exercise. 
A little muscle is worth a great deal of 
fat, and many hound show exhibits would 
be all the better for steady work on the 


roads during the so-called ‘“‘idle 
Summer”, 
That evergreen sire, the Duke of 


Beaufort’s Tetrarch °52 (who went to the 
Carlow, in Ireland, at the age of seven 
and is still alive and well in that kennel) 
sired both the lst and 3rd Brood Bitches. 
Tidings "56, his daughter from the home 
kennel, a lemon-and-white bitch who has

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to Badminton for the third year in suc-

PIEBALD AND SKEWBALD 

Here is a query which has reached 
me this week respecting the difference 
between a piebald and a skewbald horse - 
both beloved of gypsies and circus folk. 
I have often heard the same question 
asked, yet the two combinations of colours 
are quite distinct. My correspondent says: 

‘*What is a skewbald pony? I saw a 
brown and white one the other day and 
called it skewbald, but was corrected and 
told that to be a skewbald the pony must 
be three colours. Obviously piebald is 
limited to black and white. I looked up 
skewbald in the dictionary and it said 
‘spotted or piebald’ - not very helpful! 
The word ‘skew’ means twisted, so why 
is it applied to the colour of a pony? 

The final arbiter on all equine matters 
is R. S, Summerhay’s Horseman’s En- 
cyclopaedia, in which the following defini- 
tion is given: 

*‘Skewbald: Where the skin bears large 
irregular patches of white hair and any 
definite colour except black, The line of 
demarcation is generally well-defined. 

It is strange that none of the earliest 
dictionaries include either piebald or 
skewbald. They tell us that pied means 
spotted, freckled, or black and white, 
like a magpie, but make no reference to 
equine colouring, yet the terms piebald 
and skewbald are ancient. The Arabs have 
an old saying ‘Flee from the piebald like 
a pestilence, for he is own brother to the 
cow’, It may be remembered that when 
Mr. Sponge appeared on a piebald at a 
meet of Lord Scamperdale’s hounds, his 
lordship asked ‘Who is the man on the 
cow?’, 

The term skewbald was evidently well 
known over three hundred years ago, for 
John Cleveland, the metaphysical satirical 
poet (died 1659), in ‘Character’, wrote of 
Og the great commissarie, and which is 

worse, 
Th’ apparateur upon his skew-bald horse.

racetrack, 

Both Playfair Racetrack in Spokane 
and Longacres welcome out-of-state 
horses, but there are also good purses 
reserved for Washington breds, These 
purses are a prime incentive inthe growth 
of the breeding program. 

Playfair, for example, reported to the 
Washington Horse Breeders Association 
that 70.8 per cent of all purses awarded 
in their 1959 meet went to Washington- 
owned stables. And Washington-owned 
stables are stocked, mainly, with Wash- 
ington-bred animals. 

Naming of the top stallions in the state 


is easy today, but who will be the top pro- 
ducer next year or the year after is a 
problem. Horses are coming to the state 
from all over the world as breeders up- 
grade their produce. 

Succession, by *Beau Pere out of 
*Boudoir by *Mahmoud, headed all 1959 
lists. His colts won $78,210 in 71 races. 
Twenty-six were winners. Succession 
stands at Pilchuck.

ber two money producing stallion in 1959, 
Twenty-two of his get won $57,357 in 67 
wins. This stallion is owned by Newell- 
hurst Farms in Kingston. 

Johnny Longden, the jockey and guiding 
light of Alberta Farms, imported a num- 
ber of *Royal Charger colts some years 
back for operations in California, One of 
the more promising of their descendants, 
Disdainful by Royal Serenade, showed up 
at Jack Mihalcik’s Circle JM Farms in 
Kent almost by accident. Marion Macdon- 
ald, owner of a number of hunters and 
jumpers, was cocktailing with one of Al- 
berta Ranch’s owners one evening and the 
conversation roamed from one subject to 
another. Eventually Disdainful changed 
ownership. His first crop has just been 
foaled and Manager Mihalcik is delighted 
with them. 

There’s *Perambulator, an eight- 
year-old chestnut by *My Babu out of 
*Sun Chariot. *Sun Chariot is better 
known as the dam of Landau, the Queen’s 
horse that was unbeaten as a two-year- 
old, 

Count Chic - Washington’s high hope 
for a Kentucky Derby win - has been re- 
tired to the stud. Winner of $181,585, the 
horse stands at Clear Brook Farm in 
Woodinville. He placed, incidentally, in 
the Derby. 

At the instigation of the WHBA, there’s 
the Stallion Stakes for two-year-olds. This 
race - more than any other - is designed 
to promote Washington breeding opera- 
tions, Stallions are nominated for this race 
prior to the breeding season. The foals 
of these nominated stallions are then eli- 
gible for the race. Stallion nomination 
fees, entry and starting fees and $5,000 
from Longacres all go into the pot for a 
rather nice purse. This reasonably-rich 
purse is interesting when you consider 
the Longacres Mile’s $25,000 is top money 
for all racing in the state. 

Ed says the Stallion Stakes are de- 
signed to discourage marginal breeders. 
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Unless a stallion owner thinks enough of 
his horse, he won’t pay the nominating 
fee. Owners of good mares, too, won't 
breed to stallions who are not nominated, 
as nominated studs make the owners’ foals 
eligible for one more race. 


THOROUGHBRED SHAPES AND SIZES 
One of the smallest horses in training 
was a winner at Waterford Park when the 
peanut-sized Rare Daisy led a field of 
Thoroughbreds home to ‘‘break her maid- 
en” at this mountain encircled track, 
Rare Daisy, about as big as a piece of 
soap after a week’s hard wash, looked 
like a Shetland pony as she came down 
towards the finish, dwarfed by the two- 
year-olds who were pursuing her. 

The little daughter of AmericanGlory, 
owned by Laura L, Hamill and trained by 
William J. Owens, is just further proof 
that in the world of racing size and brute 
strength do not always prevail. There have 
been many small horses in the past who 
have gone on to fame and fortune. My 
Dandy, Black Helen, Peanuts, all stakes 
winners, come immediately to mind, but 
there are many more “‘pygmies”’ who put 
their larger rivals to shame on the run- 
ning strips of this land. 

Horses have grown considerably over 
the years since the days of Eohippus, 
the Dawn Horse, who was comparable to 
a full grown back alley tomcat in size. 
During the early years of this century a 
group of students from Amherst College, 
while prowling through Wyoming’s ‘*Bad 
Lands’, disinterred the fossilized re- 
mains of one of these Dawn Horses. The 
perfectly articulated skeleton indicated 
the animal might have been about 11 
inches in height. 

Three of the world’s greatest stallions, 
the Byerly Turk, the Darley Arabian and 
the Godolphine Barb, were imported to 
England between 1689 and 1724 to lay the 
foundation for the modern-day Thorough- 
bred. These three sires were all less 
than 14 1/2 hands tall and it is estimated 
that race horses increased in height an 
average of one inch each 25 years from 
1700 to 1850. 

There have been others who gained 
fame because of the immensity of their 
size. One such was Chrysolite who raced 
about 50 years ago. He was so big and 
clumsy that when it was decided to ship 
him to California for racing no horse 
car could be found sufficiently high enough 
to accommodate him. He was 18 hands 
tall and weighed 1,400 pounds. 

Roseben was another big horse, but he 
was far from clumsy. His record of 1:22 
for seven furlongs made at Belmont Park 
in 1906, under 126 pounds, was not equalled 
until Clang did it at Arlington Park in 
1935, carrying 105 pounds. H.W.

think he is one of the best in the country. 
I was told to stay back of the expected 
fast pace, and I was clear at all times. 
I moved to the hedge around the far turn, 
and then took to the outside. He responded 
as I felt he would.” 

When he was winning races and de- 
livering declamations in Illinois, I con- 
cluded this kid had a writer. I was con- 
vinced of this when Mr. Harry Sheer, 
propaganda man of three Chicago tracks, 
told me about having a hired hand prompt 
the lads. 

Now, I am sure Mr. Sellers writes 
his own, carefully keeping notes as the 
race progresses. 

He’s really an all-around guy - a 
capable gent to have on your horse ina 
hundred-grand race and (as Mr. Sheer so 
succinctly put it) a “‘credit to his pro- 
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fession’’ in winner’s circle orations. 

By his victory T. V. Lark put his 
season’s earnings at $381,900. The win- 
ner’s share was $65,000 and no entrance 
fee was required. The race was by invita- 
tion, and it would not be polite to invite 
someone and then charge him for coming. 

By *Indian Hemp, out of the Heelfly 
mare, Miss Larksfly, T., V. Lark has 
raced 19 times in ’60 and won 9 races. 
He has been second twice and third 4 
times. 

Chase McCoy, owner of the C, R. Mac 
Stable, purchased the colt as a yearling 
at the California Breeders’ Sales of 1958, 
Dr. W. D. Lucas was the breeder and 
collected $10,000, less the sales com- 
pany’s commission,
